generating resource information about the set top box environment; 

sending a download request to a cable station comprising the resource information 
and a television program identifier;

the set top box environment has adequate resources to receive the television program;

presenting the list of viewable television programs on a television or an interface

sending a television program identifier to the cable station; 

downloading the television program.

37 wherein the television program includes supplemental program information,

viewable television programs includes the resolution or quality of the television programs. 
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
